When a political party such 
as the BNP achieves a string 
of spectacular electoral 
successes in the space of a 
there is an 
understandable temptation 
to become just a little over- 
confident.

involved in other types of hate crime,

` Denny, whose savage beating by black 


rioter Damian Williams and others 
during the 1992 Los Angeles rampage 
was beamed around the world in TV 
news broadcasts.

THE violent scenes at Luton's Ceniral 
Mosque were just the latest eruption of a 


dispute which has raged between two Mus- 
lim factions for two years. 

Forty people armed with bats and other 
weapons barricaded themselves into the 
Westbourne Road mosque atthe 6am prayers 
after forcing the present Imam to leave. 

The men who occupied the central mosque for 
11 hours were supporters of the committee 
ousted in 1992. Elections put a new committee 
in charge which has since gained the support of 
a High Court ruling. 

Since 1992, the ousted committee and its fol- 
lowers have been based at the Islamic Cultural 
Centre at 23 Westbourne.Road where former 
mosque Imam, Qasi Chisti, leads worship.

IT’S six o’clock in the morning, 
andthe sun has not yet risen in the 
eastern sky. The sound of an Islamic 
‘muezzin calling the faithful to 
worship echoes from the top of the 
‘mosque’s minaret, waking the city 
from its slumbers.

having no intention of doing so. 

The problem faced by those 
Opposing immigration is that there are 
simply no reliable figures for the 
number of illegal entrants. And this 
also goes for the ‘official’ numbers 
recorded of those entering the country 
legally; just as with the unemployment 
total, there is strong political pressure 
on the government to ‘massage’ the 

figures. 

Moreover, primary immigration is 
not the only means by which the 
government aims to increase the ethnic 
minority population living in Britain. 


NON-WHITE POPULATION 


A number of newspapers in J anuary 
of this year reported on the findings of 
a Manchester University study on 
ethnic population trends, which 
wepparently shows Britain’s non-white 
population will double within the next 
40 years. 

The figures quoted in the study 
were based on the higher birthrate of 
certain non-white ethnic groups in 
Britain. They do not take into account 
future legal and illegal primary 
immigration. 

According to one commentary in 
the Times (20.01.94), “A large 
population growth is predicted in the 
black and Asian communities, which 
have a higher proportion of young 
people than the white population: 33 
“per cent of Britain’s ethnic minorities 

are under 15 compared with 19 per 
_ bent of whites. While black and Asian 
_ people make up 5.6 per cent of the 
population, 8.5 per cent of pre-school 
-age children belong to an ethnic 
minority. ”’ 
According to Roger Ballard, author 
- of the Manchester University report: 
‘The character of the British 
‘population is changing with the 
proportion of people belonging to an 
ethnic minority set to increase and in 
certain areas increase rather rapidly.” 

The report predicts that the 


Chinese population, at present 
156,000, will grow to just undef a 
quarter of a million. ‘‘Fertility among 
Pakistanis and Bangladeshis remains 
significantly higher than other ethnic 
minority groups, indicating that these 
communities will grow rapidly. The 
study predicts that Britain’s Pakistani 
population will increase substantially, 
doubling its present level to reach 
900,000.’ 

The report also predicts the African 
population will rise to around half a 
million, and the Indian population will 
grow to a staggering 1.2 million. 

Other, smaller ethnic minorities 
will bring the total to around 6 million 
‘— around ten per cent of the 
population.

Whatever the true figure, the fact | 


remains that these profound population} 


changes are no mere ‘accident’. They 
are the result of a deliberate and 
sustained policy by successive govern- 
ments since 1945 to substantially alter | 
the population structure of Britain. 

Why they are doing this is a subject 
which has been dealt with at length in 
this publication and in others. What 
concerns us here is the effect that this 
policy will have on the native white | 
population. 

Contrary to the propaganda of our 
enemies, the British National Party 
does not ‘hate’ or even dislike ethnic 
minorities. Our objection to mass 
immigration has always been that it || 
Creates unnecessary conflict between 
host populations and the outsiders. 
Where racial or cultural differences | 
exist, both sides inevitably feel 
threatened by each other’s different 
way of life. We only have to look to 
the ethnic strife of Northern Ireland or 
Bosnia to gee the tragic results of 
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enforced multi-culturalism. In both 
those countries, ethnic and cultural 
differences are relatively slight, yet 
have resulted in tragic and needless 
civil war. How much more explosive 
then, is the enforced mixing of British | 
and third world cultures? | 

The 1980s race riots in Brixton, , 
Handsworth, Toxteth and elsewhere | 
should have taught us all a lesson: the 
multi-racial experiment has failed, and - 
instead of trying to perpetuate the 
misery it has caused, we should be 
looking at ways to end it. 

The Americans have a saying: 

‘‘good fences make good neighbours. ”’ 

The interests of racial harmony would 
be far better served if Britain had a 
strict policy on immigration, so neither 
blacks nor whites felt under threat.

Edmonds freed, but two BNP men jailed 


TWO BNP supporters have been jailed in 
connection with an incident of violent 
disorder outside a pub in the East End of 
London on 19th September 1993, the 
Sunday following the Party’s Millwall 
victory. They are Simon Biggs and 
Steven O’Shea. 

The two had been peacefully 
celebrating the election victory with friends 
at the Ship public house in Bethnal Green 
Road when a brief and confused argument 
between a mixed couple and drinkers on 
the pavement outside led to a physical clash 


in which a black man, Steven Browne, 
accompanying a white woman sustained 
facial injuries from a glass. 

Mr O’Shea was arrested by police at 
that point. Mr Biggs was picked out some 
minutes later from a crowd of people inside 
the pub by the woman, whom officers 
escorted into the bar to 
identifications. Simon Biggs was afterwards 
charged with wielding the glass which had. 
injured Mr Browne. 

At the same time, Richard Edmonds

four men were charged with ‘violent 
disorder’ and remanded in custody for 
nearly three months. 

As late as January 1994 British 
Nationalist editor John Morse, who had 
been present at the pub, was also charged 
with involvement, likewise on the sole 


identification of the woman who had been 


accompanying Mr Browne. 

When the case came to trial at 
Southwark Crown Court in May, the 
identifications of Messrs Steele and Morse 
were found to be so weak that the Judge, 


Mr Justice Hardy, directed the jury to 
acquit them both. 

The case against Richard Edmonds, 
who from the first had expressed his regret 
over the injuries of Mr Browne and his 
disapproval at the behaviour of those who 
may have been responsible, seemed very 
little stronger. 

One of the crown’s own witnesses, a 
civil servant who had happened to stop for 
a drink at the time of the incident, 
described how Mr Edmonds had moved 
from inside the pub to calm the situation 
down immediately he became aware of the

trouble outside the building. 

This view of Mr Edmonds, well-known 
in the BNP as a mature, prudent, 
thoughtful man who favours tight discipline 
at all Party gatherings, was reinforced by 
other witnesses. Police were thick on the 
ground outside the Ship when the trouble 
started. 

Earlier in the day there had been a 
violent ‘Anti-Nazi League’ (ANAL) 
demonstration half a mile away in Brick 
Lane, and police feared that the left-wingers 
might try to attack the pub.

From time to time it is necessary for me to make a special appeal for financial help on behalf of our 
party. Now is just such a time. 

Since last September, when the party achieved its famous council election victory in Tower 
Hamlets, we have passed through a period of intense activity unparalleled in our 12-year history. 
Immediately after the Tower Hamlets victory we had to make preparations for the scheduled council 
elections in May of this year. Then when these were over we had to fight an energetic campaign in 
preparation for the parliamentary by-election in Dagenham, which took place last month.

We have had a considerable outlay 
on mobile telephones and the bills incurred for calls thereon. A great deal of postage and faxing 
expenses have been incurred by our newly formed press department. Certain auxillary personnel have 
been needed to perform key tasks and it has been necessary to pay travelling expenses on behalf of 
these persons. In some cases extra motor transport has had to be obtained. In short, the whole of the 
Qarty’s running organisation has had to be greatly expanded. 

During this exceptional period monetary receipts, though higher than ever in the party’s history, 
have not been sufficient to cover the unusual expenses, and the result has been that the party has had 
to dig deeply into its cash reserves. 

Following the conclusion of the Dagenham by-election campaign, we are able to return to a period 
of more normal development, and it is expected that in the coming months our financial income and 
expenditure will be more evenly balanced. | 

We need, however, to make up the very big deficit that has been incurred over the past nine months 
if we are to stay solvent as a party and exploit the great opportun-ities ahead of us for growth that have 
been made possible by our recent successes. : 

For this reason we are opening an Emergency Fund with a target of £10,000. | am appealing to all 
members and supporters of the party to contribute generously so that we may achieve this target 
quickly and thereby lay sound financial foundations for development over the next 12 months. | cannot 
stress strongly enough the importance of this appeal. It is a time for everyone to make as big sacrifices 
as possible so as to ensure we have the ammunition to continue the fight. 

Remember this, particularly those of you who are not in the front line of activity: brave men and 
women are out every day, sometimes facing real physical dangers, in order to spread the message of 
the BNP which will save our country from extinction.

In a careful and objective summing up 
Judge Hardy strongly brought out all the 
points in the evidence regarding Mr 
Edmonds which should have made for a not 
guilty verdict. Much against expectations, 
however, the jury convicted him of violent 
disorder. 

One peculiarity of the case was that the 


: judge had earlier found it necessary to rule 


that, in the interests of a fair trial, on this 
occasion jurors could not be drawn from 
certain of the inner-London suburbs from 
which Southwark juries would normally be 


- chosen. 


The reason for this was that shortly 
before the trial extreme left-wingers had 
distributed leaflets there personally 
defaming BNP leaders, including Mr 
Edmonds. 

The areas where this was done just 
happened to be the ones where -BNP 
supporters were most numerous. — 

Thus, while this ruling may have 


eliminated some hostile political bias it may 
also have tended disproportionately to 
_ exclude sections of the community naturally 


sympathetic to nationalism. 

Despite the verdict, however, J udge 
Hardy, who appeared throughout the trial 
to be fair and anxious to exclude any 
political bias from interfering with the due 
process of the law, sentenced Mr Edmonds 


‘to only three months’ jail. This allowed 


him to walk free from court since he had 
already served three months on remand. 
Also much to widespread disbelief 


_ What we stand for 


Simon Biggs was convicted not just of 
violent disorder but of inflicting the injuries 
caused by a beer glass being thrust into Mr 


_ Browne’s face. It had clearly emerged in 


the evidence of Police Constable Hipkiss 
that throughout the incident the officer had 
had Mr Browne in his sight. At no point 
did he see Mr Biggs put a glass in Mr 
Browne’s face. In fact, Mr Biggs had been 
standing the full length of a bus shelter 
away from Mr Browne. 

On the strength of this evidence alone 
it would have been physically impossible 
for Simon Biggs to have carried out any 
such attack. 

The judge had directed the jury to 
consider only the testimony of the 
‘impartial witnesses” in the case. This 
meant mainly the police officers who 
testified. Not one of these so much as 
reported seeing Mr Biggs do anything! 

This would seem to mean in effect that 
the jury was convicting Mr Biggs solely on. 
the say-so of Mr Browne’s woman friend. 
Some of those present at the scene at the 


time have since given it to be understood 


that if Mr Biggs played any role at all it 
was to help Mr Edmonds in quietening the’ 
situation down. , | 

In the event, Simon Biggs received a 
sentence of four and a half years and Mr 
O’Shea twelve months.

Once again, TV gags Tyndall! 


For the third time in a few months, 
British National Party leader John 
Tyndall has been invited to appear on. 
a TV discussion programme and then 
subsequently had the invitation with- 
drawn, clearly after pressure from 
Britain’s secret censors. 

Last month Mr. Tyndall was lined 
up to join a panel of five to discuss 
‘racial attacks’ in The Frost Pro- 


gramme, due to be broadcast by. 


Carleton TV in the London area on 


June 16th. In discussing the pro- 


gramme with the BNP leader, a 
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member of its production 


had been the victims of racial attacks. 
In being asked by Mr. Tyndall if they 
were all Asian or Black, Miss Allen 


replied in the affirmative.. ‘‘Why 


then,’’ replied Mr. Tyndall, ‘‘will 
there be no white victims of racial 
attacks?” ‘‘We will include them if 
you can supply us with any,’’ said 
Miss Allen. | 

Mr. Tyndall inimediately gave an 
undertaking to do just that, and 
arrangements were set in hand for BNP 
Press Officer Michael Newland to 
locate some white people in London’s 
East End who had been the victims of 
some extremely vicious attacks by 
Asians. 

Miss Allen later came back to Mr. 
Tyndall and told him that the other

It had been 
arranged that the BNP leader would

Elizabeth Allen, said that there would: 
alsọ be a studio audience in which 
would be included some people who 


Frost and with a studio audience in 
attendance. To this Mr. Tyndall 
agreed. 

This arrangement, however, . was 
short-lived. Miss Allen phoned Mr. 
Tyndall again in the late afternoon of 


‘Wednesday, June 15th, and informed 


him that the whole format of the 
programme had been changed and that 
neither his services, nor those of any 
white victims of racial attacks, would 
be required. 

This followed exactly the pattern of 
two previous TV invitations to Mr. 
Tyndall: one by the makers of the 
programme After Millwall, broadcast in 
the wake of the famous BNP election 
victory on the Isle of Dogs last 
September, and the other by Sky TV at 
about the same time. 

Quite clearly someone high up in the 
world of television is anxious that the 
BNP leader be denied a hearing. It is 
also clear that these same powers are 
anxious not to have it acknowledged 
that Whites, as well as non-Whites, are 
the victims of racial attacks. 

We ask again: just what are they 
afraid of? 
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The establishment of a government of national unity that will put 
an end to nationally divisive party warfare; the return of leader- 
ship and statesmanship to British affairs. 

An end to immigration and a start to repatriation. 

British withdrawal from the European Community: trade with 
Europe where it suits us but no political ties. 

The disbanding of the multi-racial Commonwealth and its replace- 
ment by a new Commonwealth of self-governing white states. 
British ownership and control of British industry and resources. 
Protection of British industry by the selective exclusion of foreign 
manufactured goods from the British market. 3 

An end to the financial swindle that causes inflation and slump, 
and its replacement by a sane and fair financial system that will 
give the people the purchasing power to buy the goods: they 
produce. 

The subordination of the power of the City to the power of 
government, and the harnessing of the City to the needs of 
British industry. 

The regeneration of British farming, with the object of achieving 
the maximum self-sufficiency in food; also the restoration of our 
fishing industry by protection of our traditional fishing grounds. 
A healthy environment for a healthy people — the protection of 
our countryside and an end to the architectural disfigurement of 
our towns and cities. 


Tougher treatment of criminals, including the return of the death 


penalty.
